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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks filed on 9/22/05, Applicant stated 
that the rejection is improper for a number of reasons. First, no objective factual evidence or reasoning to support this speculative 
conclusion, no objective factual evidence that the claimed planar feature is found anywhere in Kawada is presented. Second, there is no 
objective factual evidence of record presented to show that there is a need to made Kawada's display panel smaller that it is. Third, there 
is no objective factual evidence of record presented to make it smaller by providing a claimed feature that is admittedly missing from 
Kawada. Examiner respectively disagrees because Kawada teaches tape carrier packages (21a 1 ) connecting the driving circuit boards 
(23) and the display panel (11) in a planar state of heat sink (21b') (Fig. 4C, col. 5, lines 1-10). The claimed limitation does not show that 
the tape carrier packages and the driving circuit boards are coupled directly on the non-display area of the display panel. Therefore, it is 
believed that the claimed limitations are read on by Kawada.
